Lcctnre of William L Stone on the Early
newspaper rrcss ot America,

A lecture on this subject was delivered on
Monday evening, at Library Hall, Berecn, by
Mr. W. L. Btoue. Tue lect jrer's review of the
early newspaper press ot tuW country embraced
the period anterior to the Involution. All the
Btppis were named in their order, with the time
at which they started respec'.ively, the namea
ot the editors and publishers, with, many curi- -

- ous incidents in personal and newspaper history.
The nrt press was enablished in CamtmUee.
.Massachusetts, eighteen years utter the landing
of the Pilgrims, where it was operated for
forty years without a rival in America. In
1044, censers ot the press were appoint
ed. In 1674, the first press was established
In Boston. In 1704 the first rewspuper appeared,
called the Boston Jsewa Utter, ot the size ot a
halt sheet of looljcan, edited bv John Campbell.
who announced, not lone afterwards, that he
was "thirteen months behind in giving the news
from Europe 1" In 1719 Ihe lloston (fazelte wus
issued, of which James Ftanklin was the printer.
In 1721 Franklin established the Jfeuo Enytand
Vourant, Had being soon alter imprisoned, was
succeeded by his brother Benlamin. In 1727
Jaoies Fianklin established a paper at Newport,
In 1731 the BoBton Weekly licluarsal afterwards
called the Boston Erie ning fujl wus started by
mourns fleet, r leei wia a crtntus in ins way,
and wrote many bard bits lor his columns.

peace, every person so oll'endina: shall be fined
not more than xiu.uou, and imprisoned not more
than three years: and every such ship or vesttol.
with the tackle, apparel, and furniture, together
with all the materials, arms, ammunition, and
etorei which may have been procured lor tne
building and equipment thereof, shall be for--
leitccl, one-ha- lf to the use ot the informer and
the othf Khali to the use ot the united states.
